be far enough aw ay from all hotels 
and residences to prevent it constitut­ 
ing a nuisance.

W e propose th at SERA funde, and 
other funds when they a re available, 
be used to im prove the new location 
and create th ere a perm anent first- 
class airport which would m erit the 
support of everyone In Palm Springs. 
W hen the new airport is ready th e 
change can be m ade w ithout interrup­ 
tion of service which would not be 
possible if the present airport is to be 
improved.

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ANOTHER CHAMPION FOR BAN ON TRUCKS 
(San B ern ard in o Sun) 
Proposal for legislation to ban trucks from 
state highways from noon on Saturdays to 2 a. 
m. on the following Mondays brings cheers from 
The Desert Sun of Palm Springs. Carl Barkow in 
his “Sun Spots” column makes this observation: 
.

* 
There probably isn’t another stretch of 
highway in the state where trucks are a worse 
menace on Sunday than on the state highway 
between Redlands and Whitewater Junction. 
Anyone who is in doubt about this, should at­ 
tempt to make the trip from Redlands east­ 
. ward late some Sunday afternoon or evening, 
behind a line of tankers and other trucks, 
each with a trailer, when the other side of 
the highway is filled with an endless chain 
of pleasure cars returning from Palm Springs 
and other desert points. 
Chief Raymond Cato of the State Motor 
Patrol recently warned that passing on the 
right side will no longer be tolerated, and 
that violators will be arrested and prosecuted. 
It is sometimes difficult for the motorist to 
obey the law. 
Every driver who has 
ever 
been forced to follow a huge tanker powered 
with a smoke-belching Diesel engine, up the 
long hill east of Redlands near Crystal 
Springs, knows how hard it is to obey all 
traffic laws. He can do one of three things, 
any of which may get him into trouble. He 
can attempt to pass the long truck and trail­ 
er on the left against the onrushing horde of 
west-bound cars and suffer the consequences 
of a head-on collision; or he can pass on the 
right and go to court for violating the law; 
or he can stay behind the truck and choke 
to death from the smoke. 
We have been told that these crude-oil- 
burning trucks pay only three cents a gallon 
for the fuel they consume and PAY NO GASO­ 
LINE TAX WHATSOEVER. If this be true, 
the huge freight-trains of the highways pay 
very little toward maintenance of the ]>ave- 
ments they break down, while the rest of us 
must build and maintain the roadbed for these 
octopuses that menace our Uves and prop­ 
erty. 
This column once called attention to 
the fact that most of the highway mainte­ 
nance and at least half of the construction 
costs could rightfully be charged to trucks, 
for the many trucks has made it necessary 
to build wider and thicker pavements.

A severance tax—a tax on natural products 
severed from the soil—is justified by former As­ 
semblyman A. E. Brock of Redlands; “In Europe 
the natural resources, such as oil and precious 
metals, belong to the government when discov­ 
ered under one’s soil. It is only fair in the United 
States that a small portion of these discoveries 
be turned over to the state in form of tax. The 
owner of the soil gets the larger benefit as owner 
of what may lie beneath his land. 
Natural re­ 
sources are morally the wealth of the state.”

RESORT, IS REPORT 


Ole Hanson, who as m ayor of Seat­ 
tle, attained nation-wide fame some 
y ears ago in handling a street car 
tie-up in the W ashington city, is cen­ 
terin g his attention upon developm ent 
a t Twenty-nine Palms. 
Hanson 
has 
visited Palm Springs recently. 
Form ation of a resort a t Twenty- 
n in e Palms, sim ilar to Palm Springs, is 
contem plated by two groups of South­ 
ern California capitalists, it was r e - ! 
vealed at San B ernardino when plans 
fo r two subdivisions in the area w ere 
presented to the county planning com­ 
m ission for its approval. 
O ne of the groups is headed by Ole 
H aneon, who founded San Clemente, 
beautiful beach com m unity, and the 
o th e r by O. L. R osencrants and W. 
S. Schneider, both of Los Angeles. 
B oth 
of 
the 
Twenty-nine 
Palm s 
tra c ts include several thousand acres. 
A ssociated with Hanson in his sub­ 
division are J. F rank Burke, Santa 
A na publisher, Ham ilton H. Cotton, 
Los Angeles capitalist, and a num ber 
of others. 
"I expect," H anson told the board 
of supervisors, “to sell alm ost a mil­ 
lion dollars w orth of property there 
th is year. People in the ‘fog area,’ as 
I call it, are all desert minded. 
I 
h a v en 't seen a piece of property in 
th e eouth th at I would touch until 1 
cam e upon Twenty-nine Palm s. I know 
it will go over— it can’t m iss.” 
H e revealed plans for expending 
som e 450,000 on a civic center, play­ 
grounds, a sw im m ing pool and other 
recreational facilities. 
His engineer 
w ill be W. A. Ayer, who laid out San 
Clem ente. 
E. T. Ham, of San Bernardino, is 
engineer for the R osecrants-Schneider 
in terests. 
Each group plans to sub­ 
divide extensively on its holdings, al­ 
though just how m uch land will be 
involved had not yet been determ ined. 
H anson announced, however, that he 
will lay out 1,200 lots, w ith the min­ 
im um 60x120 feet and m any twice th at 
size o r more. 
Twenty-nine Palm s already is famed 
for its healthful clim ate, and has been 
a m ecca for m any veterans disabled 
in th e war and required to live in a 
d ry clim ate. 
T h e board approved both projects, 
su b ject to the usual conditions which 
req u ire installation of perm anent mon­ 
um ents, staking of all lots, proof th at 
a sufficient dom estic w ater supply is 
available, and grading of streets. 
A 
bond may be put up to aseure street 
grading if the subdivider does not 
h im self wish to do the work. 
H anson said th a t am ple w ater is 
available a t the resort, which long has 
been advertised as “C alifornia's Only 
O asis," by drilling wells.

ing alcohol and gasoline. 
The first 
tw elve m onths of repeal may have 
been beneficial in some respects—but 
it left a devastating trail of death be­ 
hind it. 
Severe as the drunken driv­ 
ing problem w as during prohibition, it 
has become doubly severe now. 
T he best obtainable statistics indi­ 
cate th at five o r ten per cent of both 
drivers and pedeetrians involved in 
traffic accidents are under the influ­ 
ence of liquor. 
These statistics, how­ 
ever, in the belief of the Council, un­ 
d e rstate m atters, inasm uch as a m ulti­ 
tude of accidents occur in which drink­ 
ing is a factor but is not reported for 
one reason or another. 
A short tim e 
ago a thorough survey was made of 
119 accidents involving 116 injuries 
and fatalities—and it showed th a t in 
60 per cent of the accidents the alco­ 
hol factor was involved. 
According 
to th e authority m aking this survey, 
as little as one ounce of whiskey will 
cause a m easurable loes of driving 
efficiency in the average person. 
R eports from traffic 
departm ents 
throughout the nation thoroughly back 
up th e fact th a t drunken driving is 
show ing an astounding gain. Drunken 
driving a rrests am ount to from 20 to 
100 per cent m ore th an they did a 
year ago, and police authorities like­ 
wise state th a t a rising percentage 
of accidents can be aecribed to the 
"little black bottle." 
H ere is a problem that involves the 
health, life and property of every cit­ 
izen. 
It is a problem th a t m ust lie 
fought by us all, drys and wets alike. 
U nder th e best of conditions, high­ 
ways and stre ets are potentially dan­ 
gerous—and they becom e slaughter­ 
houses when w hiskey takes the steer­ 
ing wheel’.

Riverside county will receive $1,­ 
127,850 from sta te and federal funds 
for m aintaining and im proving the 
sta te highways during the biennium 
beginning July 1, 1935, 
and ending 
June 31, 1937, according to the pro­ 
posed budget subm itted by the Cali­ 
fornia Highway Commission. 
The to­ 
tal estim ated revenues for the two- 
year period from all sources for state 
highway purposes is $61,136,000 which 
is over $8,500,000 les than for the cur­ 
ren t biennium. 
The budget show s that a fte r deduc­ 
tions for m aintenance of California’s 
14,000 mile state highway system , for 
the one-quarter cen t allocation to cit­ 
ies, rights of way, joint highway dis­ 
tricts, engineering, minor 
improve­ 
m ents, contingency reserves and ad­ 
m inistration, the total am ount for m a­ 
jor project construction throughout 
the state will be $26,498.9S0. 
The budget includes an estim ate of 
the revenues which will becom e avail­ 
able for ah state highway purposes 
in this next biennial period 
under 
present constitutional and legislative 
provisions. V arious highway revenues 
have been cut by the 1933 legislature 
so th at expenditures for th e coming 
two years will necessarily be less. 
In addition to state-raised revenues, 
the federal congress has m ade avail­ 
able in the adoption of the Hayden- 
C artw right Act, Ju n e 1934, federal aid 
funds for expenditure on a designated 
and established federal aid system . Of 
the $125,000,000 apportioned for the 
fiscal years 1936-1937, it is estim ated 
th at California will receive $9,585,­ 
459.70. 
The federal aid system Is lm- 
ited to seven per cent of th e public 
road mileage in the state and is given 
principally to sta te highways. 
In the distribution of available rev­ 
enues, the law provides th a t the cost 
of adm inistration and general m ain­ 
tenance shall be first set aside before 
allocations of m oneys is m ade to the 
north and south county groups and 
to prim ary and secondary highways. 
The state highway budget has been 
prepared in accordance w ith 
these 
provisions.

PLAN SUGGESTED 
FOR JUNIOR HIGH 
IN PALM SPRINGS 


“I believe the school district can 
work 
out 
a 
plan 
whereby 
Palm 
Springs 
can 
have 
a 
junior 
high 
school," said John 
G. Munholland, 
president of the realty board, yester­ 
day. 
The board went on record re­ 
cently favoring the plan, and is now 
busy gathering data. 
“Because of the rapid increase in 
population throughout the entire high 
school district, especially in Banning 
and Palm Springs, it will probably 
soon be necessary to 
enlarge 
the 
school facilities,” continued Mr. Mun­ 
holland. 
"Enrollment is also increas­ 
ing rapidly in the Palm Springs ele­ 
m entary school, which will soon be 
filled to capacity. 
"If we can take one or two of the 
upper grades from the 
elementary 
school, and our own students from 
the lower grades of the high school 
in Banning, and place them in a jun­ 
ior high located in Palm Springs, our 
school problem will be solved to a 
large degree. 
“Although the expense will be heavy 
to build the new school, the saving in 
transportation expense will be a con­ 
siderable item. Then there Is another 
angle which is of even greater impor­ 
tance than the monetary feature. It 
isn’t very desirable to compel stu­ 
dents to take several hours a day 
away from study or recreation in or­ 
der to ride to and from 
a distant 
school. 
It seems to me they can get 
much more out of their school work 
if that waste of time can be stopped. 
The change of climate twice daily cer­ 
tainly isn't conducive to good health, 
Palm Springs having a warm winter 
climate, being located at a low eleva­ 
tion, and Banning in a mountain pass, 
where the weather is quite cold at 
times. 
We had an example of this 
during the recent cold spell, when a 
number of students 
suffered 
from 
colds as a result of the bus ride and 
cold school rooms. 
“We see reports in the newspapers 
almost daily of huge SERA appropria­ 
tions for new school buildings. Many 
communities in Southern California 
are getting money from the federal 
emergency relief adm inistration for 
new schools. 
Why can’t we do that 
here? 
Some 
public-spirited 
citizen 
would probably be willing to donate 
the site, SERA would supply money 
for labor, and all the district would 
need to furnish would be the material. 
"As far as maintenance is concern­ 
ed, communities sm aller and poorer 
than Palm Springs 
maintain 
high 
schools. 
Surely, it should be possible 
to do that here. 
We should at least 
endeavor to learn what can be done 
in this matter, and that is w hat the 
realty board proposes to do. The en­ 
tire district. Banning as well as Palm 
Springs, would benefit from such a 
move.”
